Rev. Dr. Griffith, Honan, China, Tells 


of Conditiors in North of the 
Great Empire 


Calgary,Sept. 17—Rev. John Griffith 
D.D., of Honan ,China, spoke at the 
two Presbyterian churches yesterday, 
at Knox in the morning and at Grace 
church in the evening. On both oc- 
casions he referred to the work of the 
great mission field in Northern China. 

In referring to the work that was 

being done, he spoke’ of the poverty 
of the people. The country was very 
fruitful, bearing two crops every 
year, and though the land had been 
under cuitivation continuously for 
more than 2400 years, it was still 
as friutful as our western prairies. 
The people, too, in northern China 
were well developed physically. Ther 
were very diferent from the Chines? 
to be found in Canada and the Unit- 
ei States, all of whcin came from 
} one district and most of them from 
the city of Canton. Many of the na- 
tives of Honan were six feet tall,and 
regiment aftr regiment could be 
formei of men who wers of that size.

Calgary, Monday, Sept. 17.—J. Latch- 
field, a young man, thirty years of age 
was killed on Saturday afternoon at 
five o’clock, in the Canadian Pacific

The unfortunate man had only arriv- 


ed in the city on Thursday last. 

When coming from behind the ice 
house he walked right in front of a 
stock train which he did not see or 
hear. Four wheels passed over him. 
Shaver’s ambulance was soon on the 
scene, and conveyed the poor fellow to 
the General Hospital, where he died 
soon after in the operating room. His 
right leg wasnearly severel above the 
knee, and his body was terribly mutil- 
ated.

accident he was not in the employ of 
the company.

Some years ago it was re- 
moved to its present location and 
served as the stables of the Columbia 
hotel. It was purchased about six 
years ago by Mr. S. Carmichael.

@ifficult to induce many to consider 
anything but the grinding strugle 
for existence, or to think of any- 
thing higher than thé present life. 

He .referred also to. the illiteracy 
of the Chinese. One half the female 
portion were absolutely illiterate. 
Not . one woman in ten thousand 
could read at all. Though much 
was said of the Chinese compstive 
examinations for cevil service ap- 
pointments, it . must be remembered 
that “these examinations took in all 
the educated in that vast nation. Ths 
percentage of illiterate was about 
90 per cent. With people such as 
these, their method of thought mold- 
ei by centuries of illiteracy, it was 
difficult to reach or to understand. 

The third obstacle of the mission- 
ary was the intense race pride or 
hatred of the Chinese In no race in 
the world was this race pride devel- 
oped as with the Chinese, who look 
with pity and scorn upon the white 
man. 

Despite these obstacles She work 
among the Chinese was not discour- 
aging. Year after year, the num- 
ber of converts to Christianity was 
increasing. They were not rice Chris- 
tiantians either. They were tried for 
long periods before baptism. 

He explained the methods of preach- 
ing! the Gospel among the Chinese and 
the increasing interest of peop‘e who 
gathered in large numbérs to hear it. 
The Boxer trcuble had resulted in 
opening the eyes of the Boxers both to 
the strength of the foreign nations and 
to the sincerity. of the native Chris- 


tians.

MR. FIELDING’S POSITION 

Toronto Globe: There is a delite-ate 
and persistent attempt to misrepresent 
the present position of the Minister of 
Finance under the various proceeilings 
that have taken place in connection 
with the controvertei election trial in 
Queeis’ and Shelburne. Fe-rhaps the 
best way to expose the misrepresenta- | 
tion is to state categorically a few 
main facts in the case. | 

The petition against the return of 
Mr. Fielding was tried by Chief Jus- 
tice Weetherb? and Mr. Justice Rus- 
sell. Tae charges were of two kinds 
—allegations of corrupt practices by 
agents, anli allegations of corrupt 
practices by Mr. Fielding himself. 
personal charges, if they were not | 
“withdrawn,” were ce, niy not 
“pressed."" No evidence was  ffered in 
support of them. and the counsel for 
the petitioner did not ask the court 
to find the respondent guilty on these 
charges. The judges agreei in find- 
ing that charges of corrupt practice 
by agents had been establishel, ~ and 
they agreed in declaring the election 
void and the seat vacant. This was 
the only judgment given at the con- 
clusion of the trial, and against this

Winnipeg Free Press: On May 10 this 
year, W. Cornwallis King, an ex-factor 
of the Hudson’s "Bay company, started 
from Winnipeg for the passes over the 
Rocky mountains, leading to thé Pa- 
cific Ocean. On the 20th of August, on 
the return trip, he reachei Edmonton, 


and is full of enthusiasm about the 
whole trip. Heis now again a resident 
ot Winnipeg. 


From Edmonton his way lay through 
the Peace River country and his ex- 
to say the 
least, interesting. On pony back, Mr. 
King rode about 1,509 imiles. 

“I visited the Wapiti Pass,’’’ he said 
“also the Pine River and Peace River 
passes. The Brick colony was also one 
of the points visitei. In course of time 
and after much pioneer work, such as 
tent pitching, cooking, and the like, we 
came to the Pine River pass. The ele- 
vation is moderate, about 2,500 feet, 
engine2ring difficulties are 
not extremely difficult. Th course for 
railway ig fairly straight; must pass 
through a good ranching and farmirg 
country, almost the whole way from 


Edmonton to Spirit River Colony, and 
on to Pine River. The pass is the one 
that was visited by Selwyn Webster 
and Macoun in 1874. Building stone ior 
bridges and also railway ties, can be 


obiained at various points along the 
proposed two lines of railway. 
“One our quick trip we found that 


crops. of ali kinds were simply immense 
where dué€ cultivation had iaken place. 
This was especially the case at Lesser 
Slave Lake, Spirit River, Brick colony, 
and Vermilion. On Juiy 28 the harvest 
was in fulil swing at these points. By 
August 15 most of the hay was gath- 
ered in. The value of the wheat at 
these points was $1.25 per bushel, for 
barley $1.50 and for oats $2. |New po- 
tatoes were worth a dollar per bush- 
el. 

The Hudson’s Bay company have a 
very nice steam boat running fromthe 
Vermilion shcois to the Hudson|s House, 
with good accommodation for passen- 
gers. We paid for our supplies from 
& cents to 14 cents per pound for flour. 
For bacon we paid from 50 cents to 77 
cents per pound. The work of the 
mounted police as read makers deserves 
the highest pra‘se. 
thing to the country is the prevalence 
of forest fires. From Pine river Pass 
to Edmonton is abour four hundred 
miles. To tn® Pacific coast is another 
four hundred miles. The distance from 
Edmonton to Winnip2g by rail is about 
900 miles. From Edmonton to Hudson's 
bay is a distance of 600 imiles. This 
means that the Peace Rive: Valley is 
but a short day’s ride by rail from 
Edmonton, or two days from Winni- 
peg. 

“This is merely a short acount that 
might be enlarged upon, but, at pres- 
ent, I am not in a position to do jus- 
tice to the theme. For everything in 
rich farming soil, with coal and min- 
erals close at hand for the sett er, the 
Peace River is not to be cespised.”’
